The resent 
blance of ite commonly forked root to 
the. human body, a resemblance also 
shared by the ginseng, is probably the

mandrake has been regarded as an 
anphrodisiac, and used io amorous {n- 
cantations, Ag @ love amulet, ete. C.| 
Elton in “Origins of English History,” | 
says that the mandrake was found be- 
neath the public gallows and was 
dragged from the ground and carried 
home with many religious ceremontes. 
When secured Jt beeame a family 
epirit in oracles if properly consulted, 
and bringing good luck to the house 
in which it was enshrined. 

Ginseng and mandrake are only two 
of the many native roots from which 
medicines having well-understood ef 
fects are prepared for modern use in 
the treatments of the tls of mankind. 
Among the medicinal plants which 
crow wild in Canada and for which 
there is a considerable domand is gold- 
en seal, seneca snakeroot or 
fax and wintergreen. Many er'| 
plants of medicinal value native Yo 
Europe, bat which have escaped from 
cultivation, now occur as more or less— 
common weeds in Canada, partioular- 
ly iu the eastern provinces. Includ- 
ed in this category are white and 
black noustard, caraway, horehound, 
peppermint, spearmint, thornapple, 
and even the dandelion. All of these 
foregoing plants ean be cultivated as 
well as other varleUes of medicinal 
plants such as coriander, dill, fennel, 
thyme, deadly nightshade or  bella- 
donna, garden chamomile, ete. 

Among the trees or shrubs from 
which barks gathered for medicinal 
purposes are the cascara tree, slippery 
elm, witch hazel, wild black cherry or
